Public hunting land added in

The Kentucky River Wildlife 
Management Area has grown 
by more than a third in size 
with the $3.2 million acquisi¬ 
tion of 926 acres of land in 
Henry County, state officials 


say. 

Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources 
officials found the tract located 
along Ky. 389, not far from 
Sharp’s Grocery in Glenmary, 
an attractive addition to its 
existing 2,629 acres in the 
wildlife management area 


(WMA). 

This caps an 18-month 
effort to acquire the Stephen 
Boone property, wildlife offi¬ 
cials said in a news release. The 
new portion of the WMA will 
soon be open to public hunt¬ 
ing and fishing, as well as hik¬ 
ing, wildlife watching educa¬ 


tion and ecological research. 

The new fishing and hunting 
area has already sparked inter¬ 
est from several residents, said 
Carolyn Sharp of the grocery 
store. Between 20 and 30 peo¬ 
ple have asked her if the WMA 
has opened yet. 

Once the new attraction 


Henry 

opens, there’s a good chance 
the users will stop by Sharp’s 
for snacks or gas and maybe 
cool down in the store’s air 
conditioning. 

“It will bring a certain 
amount of trade in here,” she 
believes. “[But} everybody tells

Fiscal 
deletes 
farms from 
nuisances

No “agricultural opera¬ 
tion” will run afoul of a 
Henry County nuisance 
ordinance, as fiscal court 
members discussed adding 
language to a proposal to 
clarify how it will impact 
agricultural operations at 
their June 17 fiscal court 
meeting. 

During a May reading 
of a proposal to clean up 
trashy properties in Henry 
County, a question arose 
about what effect the idea 
would have on farms and 
agricultural operations. 

The current ordinance 
defines as a nuisance those 
properties in residential-, 
commercial- or agricultur¬ 
al-zoned areas that have 
gotten to conditions that 
“render such premises or 
buildings dangerous or 
detrimental or adverse to 
the health and welfare of 
occupants of the premises 
or surrounding premises.” 

Proposed amendments 
to the ordinance would 
add that storing “con¬ 
struction and demolition 
debris, debris, garbage, 
junk, refuse, rubbish, 
or trash, which is visible 
from the public road” to 
the lists of nuisances. 

Parts of the proposal 
also apply to junked or 
wrecked vehicles on a 
property and yard main¬ 
tenance equipment and 
recreational equipment 
stored in a haphazard 
manner on a property. 

Since then, the nui¬ 
sance committee has met 
again and considered 
other amendments to 
the ordinance to better 
deal with agriculture and 
farming operations, said 
Magistrate Nick Hawkins 
at the June meeting. “We 
felt like probably what we 
did at the first reading last 
month didn’t adequately 
address the situation.” 

So, committee mem¬ 
bers looked at ordinances 
from surrounding coun¬ 
ties and at what state law 
says applies to agricultural 
operations, he said. That 
led the committee to 
propose another list of 
amendments and another

Morgan puts 
in 50 miles 
for Relay

From at 2 p.m. June 20 and 
for about the next 25 hours, Rex 
Morgan couldn’t slow down much 
or he wouldn’t meet the ambitious 
goals he set for himself for Friday 
and Saturday. 

Close on the heels of crossing 
the finish line at the event at Henry 
County High School after walking a 
distance nearly equal to two whole 
marathons at Relay for Life, Morgan 
then spent several hours pursuing 
his mayoral duties by greeting the 
crowds at the Campbellsburg Day 
community celebration until about 
3 p.m. 

One of the many people in Henry

me it’ll soon get old.” 

There’s quite a few 
hunters and fishers in the 
area, but not as many 
as in years past because 
much of the available 
land has been leased to 
hunters. 

Boone had previously 
leased the property to 
deer hunters, and the 
locals used the lake 
and ponds for fishing, 
said Derek Beard, the 
Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife 
Resource’s coordinator 
for the Bluegrass Region. 

Located between 
Louisville, Lexington 
and northern Kentucky, 
this acquisition will give 
hunters and anglers an 
outdoor destination in 
the region where the 
majority of Kentucky’s 
population lives. 

“A lot of people 
around here just don’t 
have a place to go,” 
Beard said. “This will 
improve their access and 
their opportunity to get 
outside and just enjoy 
themselves. It’s abso¬ 
lutely just beautiful out 
there. It looks like a very 
well taken care of piece 
of property, and we’re 
very happy to get it.” 

Another benefit to 
adding the Boone tract 
to the WMA arises from 
permanently protecting 
the open space in the 
region of Kentucky that 
faces the most develop¬ 
ment pressure, Beard 
added. 

Of the 31 counties in 
the Bluegrass region, he 
pointed out only about 
half a percent of 5.1 
million acres have been 
placed in WMAs. 

“This region receives 
heavy demand for public- 
use areas and is also the 
most threatened region 
in the state by residential 
and commercial devel¬ 
opment,” Beard said. 
“Statewide surveys have 
identified limited access 
to open land within an 
hour’s drive as a top 
barrier to participation 
in fishing, hunting, and 
other wildlife related 
activities in Kentucky.” 

Protecting ponds and 
lakes for fishing and 
land for hunting and 
related activities also can 


help the state economy, 
because such outdoor 
pursuits contribute nearly 
$2 billion annually, he 
added. 

In Henry County, 
the land acquisition will 
protect river flood plain, 
upland habitat, old fields 
and oak-hickory forests 
for both game and non¬ 
game species, including 
declining songbirds and 
frogs. 

One thing that makes 
the Henry County prop¬ 
erty unique is it has both 
the hunting and fishing 
aspects to it, Beard said. 
The same Kentucky River 
WMA regulations will be 
in place, permitting activ¬ 
ities like squirrel, rabbit 
and turkey hunting and 
archery-only deer hunt¬ 
ing, except for youth on 
special weekends. 

Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Commissioner 
Gregory Johnson sound¬ 
ed enthusiastic about the 
new acquisition in a news 
release. 

“What a tremendous 
property and outstanding 
opportunity for hunters 
and anglers alike,” he 
said. 

“With more than a 
half-mile of Kentucky 
River frontage, 686 acres 
of woodlands and about 
130 acres of lakes and 
ponds, this is not only 
an impressive addition 
to the Kentucky River 
Wildlife Management 
Area (WMA), it is pre¬ 
cisely the kind of place 
where memories are 
made.” 

Officials also called 
the new acquisition’s 
110-acre oxbow lake and 
home to an active bald 
eagle’s nest a “stunning 
feature.” 

The property also 
holds a 15-acre, man¬ 
made lake and a two-acre 
pond that provide addi¬ 
tional fishing opportuni¬ 
ties. 

This addition brings 
the Kentucky River 
WMA made up of sev¬ 
eral tracts in Henry and 
Owen counties to 3,555 
acres. 

No state Fish and 
Game Fund money was 
used in the purchase, 
state officials say. 

“The department 
used Federal Wildlife 
Restoration funds to 
make the $3,185,440 
purchase,” according to 
state officials. “It used 


the value in two depart¬ 
ment-owned tracts as a 
30-percent match toward 
the federal funds.” 

Fish and wildlife offi¬ 
cials plan to get the new 
WMA opened up quickly, 
before the end of the 
summer, soon after the 
Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife 
Resource’s June purchase 
of the property. 

“We will proceed 
immediately with getting 
the area ready for use 
by hunters and anglers,” 
said Wildlife Division 
Assistant Director Chris 
Garland. “We need to 
mark boundaries, prepare 
parking areas and install 
signage and gates. Our 
plan is to open the area 


to small game, fall turkey 
and deer archery seasons 
... probably in time for 
August squirrel season.” 

The Fisheries Division 
continues sampling the 
lakes on the property. 

“It happened so quick, 
we really haven’t had a 
lot of time to get out 
there,” Beard said. 

Officials say that boat 
use on the oxbow will 
be limited to idle speeds, 
and access to the smaller 
water bodies is walk-up 
only. 

The smaller ponds will 
be limited to canoes, kay¬ 
aks and other small boats 
powered by nothing big¬ 
ger than a trolling motor. 

The state department 
plans to formally open 


and dedicate the new 
portion of the Kentucky 
River WMA in mid- 
August. 

Some steps to improve 
quail- and rabbit habitat 
are already underway, 
Beard noted. He has 
advertised an invitation 
to bid to plant 105 acres 
of soybeans this year for 
habitat improvement, 
and that will be followed 
up by a 30-foot buffer of 
native grasses and wild- 
flowers in 2015. 

“Future activities may 
include forest stand 
improvement in the 
wooded portion in order 
to improve wildlife habi¬ 
tat, tree and/or shrub 
plantings in openings to 
reduce forest fragmenta¬ 


tion, tall fescue conver¬ 
sion to plant or release 
native vegetation on 
the open portion, food 
plots, and invasive spe¬ 
cies removal as needed,” 
he added. “Sites may 
also be identified for 
vernal pool or wetland 
development to improve 
waterfowl and shorebird 
habitat.” 

The Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife Commission 
unanimously voted at its 
June 6 meeting to name 
the oxbow Lake Benjy 
Kinman — a well-known 
fisheries biologist and 
former Fisheries Division 
director who retired in 
February after 38 years 
of service.

County who’s seen family and friends struggle with 
cancer, Morgan, who turned 50 this year, wanted to 
do something special to honor his father. 

For the last six years, Morgan had walked 30 miles 
to help out in raising funds and awareness in the fight 
against cancer, but this year, he didn’t stop until after 
walking an additional 20 miles on top of that. 

“I wanted to walk 50 miles to honor my dad,” 
Morgan explained. “He passed at 50 from lung can¬ 
cer.” 

There’s also many great people in the community 
who have fought against cancer that Morgan found 
inspirational, too, he added. 

In the three months leading up to Relay, he pre¬ 
pared by walking between four and 12 miles three 
times a week and ended up dropping about 30 
pounds. 

Morgan didn’t wait for the Relay ceremonies 
before kicking off his laps — he began at 2 p.m., five 
hours before everything else got underway. 

A Friday afternoon storm delayed him for about an 
hour and he participated in the opening ceremonies 
— for one, by lighting the Relay torch. 

“When it started raining, it started concerning 
me,” Morgan said, about whether he could get the 
whole distance in. “I usually finish up around 5:30 
(a.m.), but I finished up at quarter c til 6, so I kept a 


good pace.” 

That made his speed about four miles per hour. 

“To maintain that for so long it kind of wears on 
you,” he said. 

But Morgan felt himself buoyed by many of the 
members of his family who turned out to show their 
support and the encouragement of many other Relay 
participants. 

Afterwards, Morgan thought he might lose a toe¬ 
nail as a result of his exertion, but he stressed that 
any aches and pains he experienced pales in compari¬ 
son to what people fighting cancer go through. 

Morgan didn’t take much of a break between 
meeting his walking goal and joining in the festivi¬ 
ties at Campbellsburg Day, where attendees saw him 
throwing candy from the back of a pickup during the 
parade. 

“I felt a lot better than I thought I would,” he 
said. “I stayed until 3 o’clock and then my wife made 
me go home.” 

The city staff, especially recreation Director Andrea 
Johnson, worked hard and put together a really good 
event for Campbellsburg Day, Morgan said. It’s all 
a part of giving citizens things to do and making 
Campbellsburg a better place to live. 

Morgan, who raised $1,638 from the event, plans 
to keep his support of Relay going in the future, but 
not 50 miles in one go. 

“As long as people want to sponsor me, I’ll walk,” 
he said. “I’m glad to do it and raise some money for 
the American Cancer Society.”

A few weeks ago the 
Local published a piece I 
wrote about the Russian 
power-grab of Crimea 
and its fomenting of 
unrest in Ukraine. With 
all the attention now 
ongoing in Iraq and 
Syria, I thought I’d try 
to explain what’s going 
on, and why. (My first 
region of study in the 
military was the MidEast, 
and I deployed there 
twice my career. This is 
deja vu all over again.) 

This piece isn’t going 
to lay blame for why this 
unrest started. You can 
use hindsight and say 
that, had we not invaded 
Iraq and toppled Saddam 
Hussein, this genie 
wouldn’t have been let 
out of the bottle. At 
the time, Hussein was 
a brutal dictator who 
suppressed any dis¬ 
sent with torture, rape, 
executions, etc. The 
only “good” thing you 
could say about him 
(and his fellow Baathist 
Party strongman in Syria, 
President Assad) is that 
they ruthlessly crushed 
any sign of unrest like 
we’re seeing today - 
much like Tito did in 
Yugoslavia until his death 
and the fragmentation of 
that country. 

Across the region, 
we are witnessing a

renewal of religious 
civil war among the 
two main branches of 
Islam - Sunni and Shi’ite 
Muslims. This 1,400- 
year tension (and now, 
open warfare) dates 
back to the death of 
Muhammed, Islam’s 
founder. It makes 
the 600-year differ¬ 
ences between Catholics 
and Protestants pale in 
comparison. Each sect 
considers the other as 
not following the correct 
Islamic path. 

The ISIS fighters 
currently attacking the 
Baghdad Government 
are primarily Sunni 
Muslims of various 
stripes. The government 
of Prime Minister Malaki 
is almost exclusively 
Shi’ite, and he has resist¬ 
ed outside recommenda¬ 
tions to include more 


Sunnis in his government 
and to share power. (The 
U.S. tried to ensure that 
a new post-war Iraqi 
government would have 
equal representation for 
all the ethnic and reli¬ 
gious groups in Iraq, but 
over time the Shi’ites 
usurped most of the 
power.) Saddam Hussein 
was a Sunni and the 
minority Shi’ites were 
discriminated against 
(and sometimes perse¬ 
cuted) under his rule. 

So when Malaki had the 
chance to put the Sunnis 
in their place and “turn 
the tables on them,” he 
did so, and this is the 
overt, visible cause of the 
unrest - the government 
of Iraq is not all-inclusive 
and large segments of 
the population see it as 
corrupt and unfair. 

The real issue at the 
root of it all, however, is 
religion. 

The founder of Islam, 
Muhammed and his last 
surviving son both died 
around the same time. 
Without a designated 
heir-apparent, there arose 
a succession problem. 
“Sunni” comes from the 
word “sunna,” (roughly, 
“example”) and they 
consider themselves the 
“orthodox” or “correctly 
believing” Muslims. 

They claim Muhammad 


never designated his suc¬ 
cessor, and that oversight 
of the religion would 
be someone from the 
Islamic community-at- 
large. 

So for the next few 
decades a series of 
Caliphs (leaders) ruled, 
with Muhammeds’s son- 
in-law, Ali, as the last 
strong Caliph. The Sunni 
elders created a sort of 
“electoral college” of 
holy men to pick each 
Caliph as needed. (The 
last Caliph was deposed 
in the 1920s when 
Turkey became a secular, 
vice a religious, state.) 
Sunnis don’t really have 
a real clerical authority or 
“line;” they believe you 
approach God directly, as 
individuals, with religious 
issues resolved among a 
body of religious experts 
at a handful of major 
mosques. 

The Shi’a, however, 
believe that leadership 
of Islam has remained 
in the family line of 
Muhammed’s descen¬ 
dants. They considered 
Ali as the only rightful 
heir of Islam, somehow 
chosen by Muhammed 
himself before his death. 
To them, Ali wasn’t 
just the caliph, but also 
the first of 12 Imams 
(supreme spiritual lead¬ 
ers). Because Ali and 


his line were related to 
Muhammed, he and 
his Imam successors are 
considered the true inter¬ 
preters of Islam. These 
12 Imams are believed 
to have been chosen 
by God to be perfect 
examples for the faith¬ 
ful. Because the Imams 
were appointed by God 
and were free from sin, 
their authority must be 
followed. To Shi’ites, 
the old Caliphate of 
the Sunnis was hereti¬ 
cal, and the line of the 
Imams are the rightful 
rulers and interpreters 
of Islam. (Sunnis also 
have Imams, but they are 
simply prayer leaders, not 
the supreme arbiters of 
Islam.) 

The Shi’ites believe 
that the last Imam (the 
12th descendant of Ali’s 
line) never died, but 
disappeared from Earth 
about 1,100 years ago. 
His (Hidden) presence 
supposedly still spiritu¬ 
ally guides the current 
line of Shi’ite spiri¬ 
tual leaders and will last 
until God commands 
the Twelfth Imam to 
manifest himself on earth 
again as the Mahdi - 
the Messiah. When this 
“Hidden Imam” is again 
revealed, he will begin 
an Apocalypse against 
Islam’s enemies which 


will signify the end of the 
world. Until this 12 th 
Imam appears, Shi’ites 
believe the rule of Islam 
resides in the ayatollahs , 
experts in Islamic studies 
who are inspired by, and 
act in, the name of the 
Hidden Imam until his 
reappearance. 

So while we are seeing 
a political, economic and 
power struggle unfolding 
in Iraq and Syria, it is all 
underpinned by religion. 
The ISIS rebels have shot 
Iraqi POWs after claim¬ 
ing they were “heretics,” 
and want to impose 
a Caliphate - another 
Muslim Empire embrac¬ 
ing their hyper-radical¬ 
ized version of “ortho¬ 
dox” Islam — across 
the region. For the 
United States, it seems 
a lose-lose proposition: 
to prop up a “heretical” 
minority-Shi’ite govern¬ 
ment (who is friendly to 
our enemy, Iran!) flies in 
the face of the majority- 
Sunni allies we have. 

But to abandon the Iraqi 
government is to waste 
all the years of warfare, 
all our combat casual¬ 
ties and everything we 
fought for. 

In the end, the Iraqis 
will have to solve their 
own problems. At pres¬ 
ent, that option looks 
grim. 


McConnell at center of 
dysfunction 

It isn’t a surprise that 
Jon Park would take to 
the pages of this paper to 
distort and mislead resi¬ 
dents of Henry County on 
Alison Lundergan Grimes’ 
candidacy for U.S. Senate. 
After all, Park’s candidate - 
Senator Mitch McConnell 

- has no record to run on 
at all. 

But let’s take a look at 
the unsubstantiated argu¬ 
ments made and the very 
important issues conve¬ 
niently ignored.

Rather than having 
Mitch McConnell fail to 
show up for Agriculture 
Committee meetings and 
drag his feet on passing 
a Farm Bill, a Senator 
Grimes would mean that 
our farmers could again 


count on the security 
needed to invest and plan 
in the fields that keep us 
going and growing in the 
right direction.

EMINENCE SCHOOLS HELPED PREPARE 
METCALFE FOR IVY LEAGUE

While attending 
Eminence Independent 
Schools, Ballard Metcalfe 
was a typical student — 
he worked hard, kept 
his grades up and was 
committed to helping his 
community. 

Normal in every way. 
Except for graduat¬ 
ing from the Gatton 
Academy and proceed¬ 
ing on to Princeton, 
where he graduated 
with a degree in Civil 
Engineering two weeks 
ago. 

Metcalfe came to 
Eminence in middle 
school and found a com¬ 
munity that supported 
him and taught him how 
to be more than just a 
good student. 

“The people of 
Eminence have given 
me such a great founda¬ 


tion in terms of how 
you want to interact 
with people,” Metcalfe 
said. “When you’re in 
Kentucky, everyone’s 
willing to help their 
neighbor, or help a 
stranger. So, coming 
from this background 
gave me a different per¬ 
spective in helping others 
and understanding your 
roots.” 

The teachers at 
Eminence helped him 
commit himself to his 
studies, eventually lead¬ 
ing to his enrolling in 
the Gatton Academy 
of Mathematics and 
Science in his junior year, 
Metcalfe said. 

The Gatton Academy, 
based on Western 
Kentucky University’s 
campus, is a two-year 
program for high school 
juniors and seniors. 

Students live on cam¬ 
pus and study advanced 


courses in an effort 
to help them with the 
transition to college life. 
They graduate with 60 
hours of college credit, 
meaning that they’re 
already ahead of the 
game when they get into 
higher education. 

Metcalfe credits his 
time at the Gatton 
Academy for easing his 
transition to Princeton. 

“Gatton was almost a 
perfect step, going from 
Eminence to Princeton,” 
he said. “You were there 
on a college campus, 
you were taking more 
advanced classes. 

“You had people who 
were there checking up 
on you. You had a cur¬ 
few. So there were lots of 
these safeguards that they 
had, that you would’ve 
had at home, but then 
there’s also the advanced 
classes and the new 
schedule that you get at 


college.” 

Metcalfe’s time at 
Princeton helped him 
broaden his horizons, he 
said. He learned more 
about the world as a 
whole and exposed him¬ 
self to different cultures. 

He said that he settled 


on Civil Engineering 
when he was at the 
Gatton Academy and 
found that he enjoyed 
the work. 

In addition to engi¬ 
neering, he took courses 
in Chinese. 

Metcalfe hopes he can 


use his education to find 
a job that allows him to 
give back to the world as 
a whole, he said. 

Metcalfe added that he 
hopes to work by design¬ 
ing roads and bridges 
and improving infrastruc¬ 
ture.

As a result, the com¬ 
mittee defined an agri¬ 
cultural operation as 
any facility used for the 
production of crops, live¬ 
stock, poultry, horticul¬ 
tural products and more. 

The new proposal adds 
that these pursuits follow 
“any generally accepted, 
reasonable and prudent 
method for the opera¬ 
tion of a farm to obtain 
a monetary profit that 
complies with applicable 
laws and administrative 
regulations and is per¬ 
formed in a reasonable 
and prudent manner 
customary among farm 
operators.” 

This amendment 
would also specifically 
protect such agricultural 
practice as applying fertil¬ 
izer, pesticides and herbi¬ 
cides, planting, cultivat¬ 
ing, mowing, harvesting, 
land clearing and con¬ 
structing farm buildings, 
roads, lakes or ponds. 

Hawkins also pointed 
out that the committee 
removed language in 
section four that the nui¬ 
sance ordinance would 
not be enforced on land 
assessed as agricultural 
and replaced it with a 
broader statement. 

“It is the policy 
of Henry County to 
conserve, protect and 
encourage the develop¬ 
ment and improvement 
of its agricultural land for 
the production of food, 


timber and other agri¬ 
cultural products,” this 
proposed amendment 
said. “When non-agri- 
cultural land uses extend 
into agricultural areas, 
agricultural operations 
often become the subject 
of nuisance suits or legal 
actions restricting agri¬ 
cultural operations.” 

This could result in ag 
operations that get cur¬ 
tailed or forced to wrap 
up operations, so section 
four clarified situations 
what would make for a 
nuisance on a farm. 

The ordinance would 
not include a farm’s 
operation under normal 
and accepted practices, 
the proposal states. Nor 
would it apply when a 
nuisance results from the 
negligent operation of an 
agricultural operation. 

“This ordinance will 
not apply to farm trac¬ 
tors, farm implements 
and agricultural products 
which are essential to the 
active and ongoing func¬ 
tions of an agricultural 
operation,” the proposal 
says. “This exemption 
is intended to protect 
agricultural operations 
and should not be con¬ 
strued as an exemption 
for other items defined 
in this ordinance such 
as construction and 
demolition debris, debris, 
garbage, trash, rubbish, 
refuse and junk.” 

Magistrate Roger 
Hartlage asked if the 
proposal defined an 
agricultural operation as 
having more than five 
acres like state law says or 
more than 10 as county 
ordinances say. 


A previous proposal 
put a farm at 10 or more 
acres, Hawkins answered. 
“But our thoughts were 
just because you own 10 
acres, doesn’t mean you 
should be able to pile up 
junk against your neigh¬ 
bor.” 

The intent of the new 
section was to make sure 
the county government 
didn’t interfere with 
farming operations. 

“That’s the language 
we tried to come up with 
so regardless what acre¬ 
age you have the ordi¬ 
nance says the county 
government will not 
interfere with a farming 
operation or deem it a 
nuisance in any way ...” 
Hawkins answered. 

During citizen’s time, 
Bob Cook shared his 
concerns about the 
proposal, including the 
idea that he believes 
the county will run into 
constitutionality issues 
with it. 

He also asked how 
many of the magistrates 
were farmers and busi¬ 
nessmen. 

“Okay, since this ordi¬ 
nance pertains to farms 
and business, how many 
abstained from voting? 
How many are going to 
abstain from voting?” 

Adding he couldn’t 
say much more due to a 
pending lawsuit, Cook 
said, “I urge you all to 
be very careful in what 
you’re doing here.” 

Tom Jackson, react¬ 
ing to the new proposal, 
indicated his support for 
the amended proposal. 

“As far as farmers go 
— I grew up on a pretty 


good size farm — good 
farmers don’t have a 
problem with this,” he 
said. 

If you try to keep 
every elected official 
from voting on an ordi¬ 
nance, then you’re not 
going to be able to get 
anything done, Jackson 
added. The animal prob¬ 
lem next to the Jacksons’ 
home continues to get 
worse, he said. 

“All we’re trying to do 
is get it to where it’s safe, 
healthy for us to be able 
to live and our prop¬ 
erty doesn’t go down in 
value,” Jackson said. 

Henry County needs 
to work out something 
reasonable in these 
cases, Jackson said. “I 
shouldn’t have the right 
to do anything I want 
to if it’s going to cause 
problems for somebody 
else,” he said. 

Amy Cline said she 
supports farmers but 
also thinks the nuisance 
ordinance will be a good 
one. 

People should keep 
their property cleaned up 
enough to where they 
don’t affect everybody 
around them, she said. 

Debra Jackson, Tom’s 
wife, also commented 
on the wild animals that 
hang around their neigh¬ 
bor’s property. 

“Due to the filth and 
refuse that’s built up, we 
paid as much as $150 
to have people come 
and evacuate rats,” she 
said, adding she can see 
rats crawl around in the 
neighbor’s windows and 
smells bad, too. 

“When that permeates 


downhill into your living 
room and you can’t open 
your door and windows 
in nice weather because 
you’re neighbor’s stench 
keeps you from doing 
that, that’s where you 
need to step in,” she 
said. 

After growing up on 
a farm, Debra Jackson 
knows that farmers takes 
pride in what they do. 

When a neighbor has 
rats, though, the rats will 
get into a farm’s silos 
and into their livestock, 
she added. 

“I’m not going to 
have someone live next 
to me where their filth 
just trickles downhill — 
that’s what we’re trying 
to resolve.” 

Ann Cook indicated 
that she believes that 
county officials would be 
in violation of parts of 
this proposal. 

She mentioned that 
having the materials to 
build a cattle fence that’s 
not completed within 90 
days would be a viola¬ 
tion, according to the 
proposal. 

Aiter the public com¬ 
ment period ended, 
Hawkins again stressed 
that the proposal will not 
apply to farming. So, if 
someone builds a cattle 
fence, they are exempt. 

“I think that every one 
of us up here have at one 
time in our life made a 
living through farming 
and it’s important to us. 
It’s in our hearts we live 
in an agriculture commu¬ 
nity,” he said. “There’s 
no way in the world any 
one of us up here could 
do anything to interfere 


with someone’s farming 
operation.” 

Considering that 
Hawkins feels people 
have an obligation to 
their fellow man to try to 
leave the world a better 
place, he made a motion 
to approve the first read¬ 
ing of the amended nui¬ 
sance ordinance. 

Magistrate David 
Brown seconded the 
motion, adding that 
many people seem neg¬ 
ligent these days and 
couldn’t care less about 
what happens to their 
neighbors, and that’s a 
shame. 

“My goal coming 
on that court 25 years 
ago was to make Henry 
County a better place to 
live, raise your children,” 
he said. 

With ancestors who 
lived on his farm trace¬ 
able back hundreds of 
years, Brown said he 
loves the land and he 
feels it important to take 
care of it. 

“I think that God has 
appointed me... I have 
been appointed a care¬ 
taker of His property,” 
he said. “It’s not really 
ours — it belongs to 
God.” 

There are people who 
love the land in Henry 
County, and it’s not fair 
that people invest in a 
home and then have a 
neighbor with wild ani¬ 
mals taking over their 
property, Brown said. 

When the time came 
to vote, only Magistrate 
Roger Hartlage voted 
against the motion, so 
the first reading was 
approved. 
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lost control and went over the 


hill. 

Gray was flown to Kosair

The statement also says,

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Women should be aware of heart disease 


In our society there 
is lot of talk about 
inequality between men 
and women, but there 
is one area in particu¬ 
lar where the desparity 
has increased in record 
numbers - heart dis¬ 
ease. Since 1984, more 
women than men have 
died from heart disease 
each year. 

One in three women 
die from heart disease, 
which equates to one 
woman every minute. 
Forty-three million 
women in the United 
States have cardiovas¬ 
cular problems and 90 
percent of us have one 
or more risk factors for 
developing heart disease. 

I recently had the 
privilege of attending 
the Go Red for Women 
Luncheon in downtown 
Louisville. The event 
was an eye-opening, 
inspirational and heart¬ 
felt snapshot of the 
effect of heart disease 
and stroke on women 
in our community. It

doesn’t take long find an 
example of a female with 
cardiovascular disease 
that has touched us in a 
personal way. 

There are likely many 
reasons that more 
women are dying of 
heart disease than men. 
These factors include 
a delay in medical care 
because of lack of recog¬ 
nition of cardiac symp¬ 
toms in women or by 
reluctance of physicians 
to pursue a work up to 
look for heart problems 
in seemingly healthy 
women. There is also 


a lack of research about 
women’s heart health. 
Women account for only 
24 percent of patients in 
heart-related studies. 

Many women don’t 
think that heart disease 
is something they should 
really worry about. We 
hear women say phrases 
such as c T’m too young 
for that,” “There’s no 
history in my family,” 

I’m in shape,” or “I’m 
scared I might get breast 
cancer.” The truth is 
that heart disease in 
women in their 30-40’s 
is rising at a much faster 
rate than in men the 
same age. 

Young women that 
smoke and are on birth 
control pills are at even 
higher risks. While a 
family history of heart 
problems does increase 
risk, the lack of heart 
problems in your fam¬ 
ily doesn’t mean you 
won’t have issues. High 
blood pressure, high 
cholesterol, diabetes, 
smoking, inactive lifestyle 


and stress are all risk fac¬ 
tors that can make you 
more prone to heart 
disease. Physical fitness 
is important but may not 
be enough to counteract 
other lifestyle or genetic 
risk factors. 

While one in 31 
American women dies 
from breast cancer, one 
in three dies of heart 
disease. In fact, heart 
disease will kill more 
women this year than 
all forms of cancer com¬ 
bined. 

The symptoms of 
heart disease can be dif¬ 
ferent in women and 
men. The anatomy of a 
woman’s heart is differ¬ 
ent too. Female hearts 
are often smaller and 
have smaller arteries 
which makes procedures 
such as angioplasty 
riskier and more complex 
than in men. 

Below is a list of signs 
to look for that may be 
signs of heart disease in 
women. 

•Discomfort, tightness, 


uncomfortable pressure, 
fullness, squeezing in 
the center of the chest 
lasting more than a few 
minutes, or comes and 
goes 

•Shortness of breath 

• Crushing chest pain 

• Pressure or pain that 
spreads to the shoulders, 
neck, upper back, jaw or 
arms 

• Dizziness or nausea 
•Clammy sweats, heart 
flutters, or paleness 
•Unexplained feelings of 
anxiety, fatigue or weak¬ 
ness - especially with 
exertion 

•Stomach or abdominal 
pain 

•Shortness of breath and 
difficulty breathing 
If you are having 
symptoms that are con¬ 
cerning for heart disease, 
don’t be afraid to tell 
your doctor or go to the 
emergency room to get 
checked out. If you have 
a female in your life that 
experiences these symp¬ 
toms, please encourage 
her to go see a doctor. 


Since women can pres¬ 
ent with different symp¬ 
toms of heart disease 
than men, it can make 
it harder to diagnose a 
heart attack. Early rec¬ 
ognition of heart disease 
can mean the difference 
in life or death for your 
loved one. 

Go Red and do your 
part to help raise aware¬ 
ness of heart disease in 
women!

Diabetes, cholesterol and blood pressure - Oh, my! 


The last couple of 
decades tell a “good 
news, bad news” story 
about diabetes. That’s 
the disease that makes 
it tough for your body 
to control blood sugar. 
Here’s a snapshot: 

In the last 20 years, 
the number of adults 
with diabetes has more 
than tripled. Nearly one 
in 10 now has the dis¬ 
ease. That’s certainly not 
good news. 

But there are some 
bright spots in recent 
reports. In general, 
control of blood sugar 
has improved and rates 
of serious complica¬ 
tions from diabetes have 
declined a great deal. 

If you’re at risk for 
diabetes or already have 
it, consider these three 
questions: 

1. Are you making 
good lifestyle choices? 

Where people haven’t 
made progress, lifestyle 
has a lot to do with it. 
For example, it’s no 
secret that the obesity 
epidemic is growing, 
right along with the dia¬ 
betes epidemic. 

Think about the life¬ 
style choices you make. 
Yes, you’ve heard it all 
before, but it still holds 
true: Make healthy food 
choices—and under¬ 
stand diabetes meal 
planning. Exercise 30 to 
60 minutes most days 
of the week. Move to or 
stay at a healthy weight. 
And manage your stress 
as well as you can. 

2. Do you know your 
diabetes ABCs? 

Knowing your num¬ 
bers is also a big piece 
of the diabetes story, 
especially if you are at 
risk for or have high 
blood pressure or high 
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cholesterol. High blood 
pressure is when blood 
moves through your 
vessels with too much 
force. Cholesterol is 
a fat-like substance 
that can cause plaque 
buildup in arteries. 
Combined, these three 
give your heart and 
blood vessels a triple 
whammy. 

The ABC's of diabetes 

A is for the A1C test. 
That’s the test that 
shows what your blood 
sugar levels have been 
the past three months. 

In most cases, you want 
to shoot for a number 
below seven. 

B is for blood pres¬ 
sure. A great goal is 
below 140/80. The top 
number measures pres¬ 
sure in vessels as your 
heart beats. The bottom 
number measures pres¬ 
sure when vessels relax 
between beats. 

C is for cholesterol. 
Ask your doctor or me 
the numbers you need. 

3. Are you managing 
your medicines? 

If you have type 1 
diabetes, you must use 
insulin. Some people 
with type 2 diabetes 
need pills and/or insulin 
to meet target blood 
glucose levels. Although 
lifestyle is a first line 


of defense, cholesterol 
medications such as 
statins can help control 
cholesterol levels. As 
for high blood pressure, 
there are many classes of 
drugs to keep this silent 
killer at bay. 

It may not be easy 
keeping track of all this, 
especially if you’re tak¬ 
ing multiple medica¬ 
tions. That’s what I’m 
here for. I can explain 
how each drug works, 
what side effects to 
watch for and how to 
make sure you’re taking 
them all properly. 

So, what’s your diabe¬ 
tes story? Together, let’s 
make sure it has a hap¬ 
pier ending.

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Water most important nutrient in summer 


Sometimes we discuss 
animal nutrition and 
almost forget the most 
important nutrient - 
water. 

No matter what ani¬ 
mal and what we are 
feeding, nothing works 
correctly unless the 
animals have access to 
clean water. Reduction 
in weight gain, milk 
production, and animal 
performance are con¬ 
sequences of lack of an 
adequate water source.

double when tempera¬ 
tures increase from 50° 
to 95° F. Waterers 
should be cleaned 
frequently to ensure 
the water does not 
become contaminated. 
Municipal water, springs 


and wells shouldn’t vary 
much in quality, but 
ponds and streams will 
normally be lowest in 
quality during late sum¬ 
mer. Stagnant waters 
may contain excessive 
levels of bluegreen algae, 


which are toxic and may 
result in death of ani¬ 
mals. 

It is suggested that 
water be placed within 
800 feet of all areas of 
the pastures. Having 
water in ideal loca¬ 


tions encourages more 
uniform grazing and 
manure distribution. 
Normally, only a few 
animals will drink at a 
given time if the water is 
placed within 800 feet of 
the herd. 

Drinking will become 


a “social event” when 
livestock must walk fur¬ 
ther distances to water 
because they will travel 
as a herd. This behavior 
causes lounging at the 
water source, manure 
buildup and increased 
soil compaction. Placing 
water within 800 feet 
will reduce travel time to 
the water source, as well 
as time standing around 
water, increasing time 
spent grazing. 

The amount of water 
an animal needs each 


day depends upon the 
animal’s species, size, 
stage of production, 
and the average daily 
temperature. As a rule 
of thumb in 90 degree 
weather, a beef cow 
needs 20-27 gallons per 
day, a horse needs 8-12 
gallons and sheep and 
goats can need up to 3 
gallons per day. 

Be sure to keep an 
adequate amount of 
clean water available for 
your animals in order for 
them to perform well.

For the past 100 
years, the University of 
Kentucky Cooperative 
Extension Service has 
improved the lives of 
families through educa¬ 
tional programs in food 
preservation. 

Beginning in the 
spring of 1914, girls’ 
canning clubs were 
formed at the height of 
the canning season to 
teach young people how 


to safely preserve their 
harvests. 

In the 1940s amidst 
the back drop of World

ORDINANCE NO. 2014-02 

AN ORDINANCE IMPOSING AD VALOREM 
TAXES FOR THE CITY OF SMITHFIELD, 
KENTUCKY, AS FOLLOWS: 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COMMIS¬ 
SION OF THE CITY OF SMITHFIELD, KEN¬ 
TUCKY, AS FOLLOWS, TO WIT: 

An ad valorem tax on all real estate located 
within the City of Smithfield, Kentucky, is hereby 
imposed and shall be taxed at the rate of $0,121 
per $100.00 assessed value for the tax year 2014. 

An ad valorem tax on all personal property 
located within the City of Smithfield, Kentucky, is 
hereby imposed and shall be taxed at the rate of 
$0,132 per $100.00 assessed value for the tax 
year 2014. 

An ad valorem tax on all motor vehicles and 
watercrafts located within the City of Smithfield, 
Kentucky, is hereby imposed and shall be taxed 
at the rate of $0.17 per $100.00 assessed value 
for the tax year 2014. 

This ordinance shall continue in force from 
year to year unless altered or modified by subse¬ 
quent ordinance. 

All funds paid to the City of Smithfield, Ken¬ 
tucky, under the above assessment shall be used 
for the general fund of the City of Smithfield, 
Kentucky. 

Taxes levied hereunder shall be due and 
payable on September 15 following the assess¬ 
ment. Any taxpayer who pays taxes assessed 
hereunder before November 1 after they become 
due in any year shall be entitled to a 2% discount 
thereon. Taxes assessed hereunder shall become 
delinquent on January 1 following their due date. 
Any taxes which are not paid by the date when 
they become delinquent shall be subject to a pen- 
taly of 10% on the taxes due and unpaid; except 
that taxes which become delinquent on January 
1 shall be subject to a penalty of only 2% on the 
taxes due and unpaid if paid on or before the last 
day of January. Taxes paid after the last day of 
January shall, in addition to the above penalty, 
accrue interest at the rate of 1% per month from 
that due date until paid. 

The invalidity of any item or provision of the 
Ordinance shall not affect the validity of any other 
item. It is the intention of the City Commission 
of the City of Smithfield to enact this Ordinance 
item by item.

2) No severance shall be allowed under this section if the tract from which the severance is made is less 
than twenty-five (25) acres. 

3) The owner of a farm of twenty-five (25) acres or more who wishes to retain the primary residence and 
convey the remaining acreage may sever and retain the residence upon said farm on a minimum of one acre 
so long as the remaining acreage on the farm being conveyed does not become a nonconforming lot. 

4) In addition to the cut permitted in Section 770 (2) of this ordinance, the owner of a farm shall be permit¬ 
ted to two (2) additional severances pursuant to this section if the primary tract is in excess of fifty (50) acres 
and one additional severance if the primary tract is not less than twenty-five (25) acres but is less than fifth (50) 
acres. No conveyances shall be permitted under this section 770 (3) if the primary tract is less than twenty-five 
(25) acres. 

5) The severances permitted by this section shall only be allowed on farms than existed on June 1. 1991. 
and were at least twenty-five acres or greater in size at that time. If a farm was subdivided subsequent to 
June 1.

Any person who violates the 
provisions of this ordinance shall be guilty of a vio¬ 
lation and shall be subject to a fine of not less than 
$50.00 nor more than $500.00 for each offense.

beginning of the school 
year all the way back 
in August our goal had 
been to go to AAC and 
win every single race and 
that was what we did,” 
Clifford said. 

Unfortunately for 
Clifford, in the NCAA 
championships only the 
top two eight-person 
crews and top four- 
person crew compete. 

But Clifford is not bitter 
about missing out on the 
chance to compete in 
the national champion¬ 
ships. She is very close to 
her teammates and was 
very happy for the team. 
Clifford made the trip to 
Indianapolis to support 
the girls that did make it. 

The Cardinals finished 
17 th - one place higher 
than their ranking - in 
their first ever appearance 
and Clifford thinks the 
experience was invaluable 
for herself and her team¬ 
mates. 

The Cardinals had nine 
seniors, which might 
seem a high number until 
you consider that it takes 
36 women to fill out the 
six varsity crews. With 13 
or 14 solid new recruits 
coming in to replace 
those seniors, Clifford 
feels pressure to improve 
even more heading into 
her junior year. 


“Throughout the 
summer I worked with 
the fours coach Sarah 
Zelenka Mcllduff, who 
was an Olympic rower in 
the 2012 Olympics, at 
least four days a week and 
did training and worked 
on my technique. 

“She also helped me 
a lot with my diet and 
nutrition and I lost 30 
pounds and added muscle 
in the summer between 
my freshman and sopho¬ 
more year,” Clifford said 
of her training and prepa¬ 
ration. 

“We basically train year- 
round with a few breaks. 
In the fall we do a lot of 
cross training. Right now 
we have a training plan 
and I’m training a lot 
because I am training for 
a half-marathon. 

“Our season is not 
really until spring but we 
have a couple of races 
in the fall and then over 
winter break we go to 
Miami and put in ten 
days of two-a-days and 
then we come back and 
do our winter training 
and go from Christmas 
break until spring break 
before the season actually 
starts. So basically we do 
two-a-day practices six 
days a week from about 
August 22 until June 1. 
Rowing is a full body 
workout. We use our 
legs, our arms and a lot 
of core work.” 

Right now Clifford 
lives at home and drives 


into Louisville every day 
to work at Tumbleweed 
on the River and then 
takes the short trip to the 
team’s rowing facilities, 
which are also on the 
Louisville Riverfront. 

When asked what she 
liked most about being 
on the U of L rowing 
team, Clifford said, “If 
you asked me this two 
years ago I would prob¬ 
ably have laughed but I 
love being a Cardinal. I 
love being a part of the 
Card family. Louisville 
has an awesome athletic 
program and Tom Jurich, 
our athletic director, 
is a great guy and its 
really cool to know pretty 
much every athlete at U 
ofL. 

“Getting to spend time 
with them and hang out 


and being a part of the 
Louisville rowing team 
is an awesome experi¬ 
ence. You have forty or 
fifty girls on the team 
and you are with them so 
much, it’s like a big fam¬ 
ily. Being able to go on 
the football field at half¬ 
time and be recognized 
for being on the Athletic 
Director honor roll and 
doing special events like 
on Fridays when we do 
volunteer work at ele¬ 
mentary schools. Those 
are the things that I love 
about it.” 

Clifford had this piece 
of advice for other people 
who are about to start 
their college life: “You 
kind of have to take a 
leap of faith and put 
yourself out of there and 
do something that is a 




little bit out of your com¬ 
fort zone. I didn’t know 
anything about rowing 
and I thought I might as 
well give it a try. What 
could it hurt? 

“It has completely 
changed my life. It has 
made me a better person 
and better athlete and I 
don’t know what I would 
have done if I had not 
gone to that meeting that 
first day.”

weeks and then it started 
hurting just like before. I 
went back to the doctor 
and he told me I had a 
one in 10,000 situation 
where the remainder of 
the disc fractured and 
started bulging out again. 
So I had a second sur¬ 
gery early in 2012 that 
finally fixed the problem. 

“At that point, as I was 
getting better, is when 
Sophia had her accident.” 

On June 23, 2012 
Sophia nearly lost her 
legs in a boating accident 


on the Ohio River. 

“We were skiing at 
Wise’s Landing near the 
power plant and then we 
were going to go down 
to Tumbleweed for din¬ 
ner,” Macy said. “We 
had the kids with us and 
almost nobody else was 
on the river that day.” 

“I was in the water and 
getting ready to ski again 
and Macy was bringing 
the boat around to me,” 
Sophia said. “A barge 
had gone by on the river 
and its wake started 
pushing me toward the 
propeller. 

The accident happened 
in the blink of an eye but 


to Sophia time slowed 
down as she realized 
what was happening. 

“I got real calm and 
said a prayer,” Sophia 
continued. “I said, ‘Lord 
if you are ready to take 
me I am ready, but if 
you let me live please 
don’t take my legs.’ As I 
approached the propel¬ 
ler, I put my hands on 
the back of it and tried 
to raise my legs up away 
from the propeller but 
my legs sunk back down 
and hit it.” 

The children, Sarah, 
who was 14 at the time, 
and Noah, who was 13 
at the time, reacted dif¬ 


ferently. 

“Sarah actually held 
the towel on my legs and 
applied pressure while 
making the 911 call,” 
Sophia said. “Noah was a 
complete disaster. Macy 
told him to pick up the 
ski and bring it to the 
boat and he was just 
sort of frozen. He said, 
‘Mom, I can see your 
bone!’ 

Sophia said that the 
emergency crew was 
waiting for them by the 
time they reached the 
dock. 

The surgeon who 
repaired her mangled legs 
said that he could almost 
guarantee that there 
would be more surgeries 
due to the fact that they 
had been in the Ohio 
River when the injury 
occurred. 

In August Sophia had 
to return to the hospital 
because of a severe infec¬ 
tion and have a second 
surgery. She was put on 
strong antibiotics to fight 
the infection. 

“It was healing nicely 
but we had a hard time 
getting the wounds to 


close,” Macy said. “But, 
eventually they did 
close and by fall, maybe 
September, she went 
back out and skied one 
last time just to get over 
the mental part of it.” 

“The kids like to be 
out on the boat and we 
feel like it is a good way 
to still get family time 
with teenagers,” Sophia 
said. “I just wanted to 
overcome my fears so I 
just got back in there and 
did it again.” 

“I had a hospital bed 
here in the middle of the 
living room for several 
weeks and Sarah waited 
on me and the kids really 
learned to do stuff for 
themselves,” Sophia said. 
“I guess until that point 
I babied them and did 
things for them. From 
that point during our 
recoveries they really 
grew up. That has freed 
us up to join the swim 
team and become more 
active.” 

“ So to make a long 
story short, one of the 
two of us sat right there 
in the hospital bed for a 
year and a half,” Macy 
said, pointing to the 
spot in their living room 
where the bed had been. 

In the fall of 2012 they 
started swimming as a 
form of recovery and to 
start getting back into 
shape. 

And then another 
medical issue cropped 
up for Macy around 
Thanksgiving of 2012. 
“My gall bladder went 
bad and I had to have 
it removed,” Macy said. 
“That was kind of small 
potatoes compared to 
everything else. They 
did it as an outpatient 
surgery and I was feeling 
better in a couple of days. 

“My back was fixed 
but I was still pretty 
immobile and I’m not 
one to do all the stretch¬ 
ing and exercises,” Macy 
said. “So Sophia sug¬ 
gested to me that I start 
swimming because she 
was already swimming 
and she thought it would 
help.” 

Sophia says that run¬ 


ning is no longer a real¬ 
istic option for her due 
to nerve damage and scar 
tissue that has altered her 
running stride signifi¬ 
cantly. 

After all the hardships 
the couple continued to 
swim and eventually were 
asked by some friends 
they had made at the 
Family Activity Center 
swimming pool at Clear 
Creek Park in Shelbyville 
if they would like to join 
the masters swim team. 

The team is called the 
Clear Creek Salamanders 
and is for anyone ages 
18 and up. “We have 
people as old as 70 on 
the team and there are 
a wide range of skill lev¬ 
els,” Macy said. “The 
good thing about it is 
that I wouldn’t get up 
and go every morning if 
it wasn’t for her going 
with me and the fact that 
it is competitive. That 
motivates me. If you 
don’t go regularly you 
fall behind.” 

The Forees have to fol¬ 
low a disciplined schedule 
in order to stay in com¬ 
petitive form. 

“Team practices are 
Tuesday and Thursday 
at 5:30 in the morning 
and I go about five times 
a week and Sophia does 
it about four times a 
week,” Macy said. “We 
swim between 3000 and 
3500 yards at each prac¬ 
tice.” 

The team has com¬ 
peted in several meets 
including competitions 
in Bowling Green, 
Lexington and Louisville. 

The strides that the 
couple has made in just 
two years of swimming 
are huge and Sophia is 
obviously impressed with 
how far her husband has 
come. 

“When he first started 
he challenged our daugh¬ 
ter to a race and she beat 
him,” Sophia said. “Now 
he is one of the top 
swimmers on the team 
and can compete with 
many of the girls on the 
team who were college 
swimmers.”

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Clifford finds athletic niche as rower

McKenzie Clifford knew 
nothing about the sport of 
rowing when she enrolled at 
the University of Louisville 
in the fall of 2012. Now she 
is a member of the Cardinals 
18 th -ranked varsity team that 
won the American Athletic 
Conference title in May. 

Clifford decided on a 
whim to join the team her 
freshman year. She started 
on the novice team in the 
fall and worked her way to 
a varsity position on one of 
the eight-person crews by 
the spring. 

After working hard over 
the summer, Clifford, a 
2012 Henry County High 
School graduate, came back 
and made it into the team’s 


top four-person crew for much 
of the season. 

But the coaches remained 
largely unsettled about the best 
four women for the top varsity 
crew. At the end of the year 
Clifford was moved to the sec¬ 
ond varsity crew for the confer¬ 
ence championships. 

“We had what we call seat 
racing for two and a half weeks 
before conference races and 
during that time I was moved 
to the second varsity four right 
before conference,” Clifford 
said. “It hurt a little but all year 
our fours were so close and we 
struggled all season long to 
find that crew that just clicked 
and just flew. It was really 
frustrating for our fours coach, 
Sarah. 

“At the last race before 
conference they put together 
a crew who had never rowed 


together and that group 
seemed to click and so with 
conferences coming up so soon 
the coaches decided to stick 
with that group,” Clifford con¬ 
tinued. “But I was not upset 
because I absolutely loved the 
four I raced in for conference. 
We had so much fun and we 
got the gold.” 

For the conference cham¬ 
pionships each team had 
three eight-person crews and 
three four-person crews. The 
Cardinals proceeded to win 
every time trial and every final 
at the championships to make 
it a clean sweep and propel 
themselves into their first-ever 
NCAA championships. 

“That was our number 
one goal all season. From the

Former athletes test the waters

Many adults find it 
hard to stay active and 
competitive as they move 
into the work world and 
begin to raise families. 
Sophia and Macy Foree 
are no different. 

Sophia was a basket¬ 
ball and tennis player at 
Pulaski County High 
School. After graduat¬ 
ing in 1986, she contin¬ 
ued her athletic career 
at Kentucky Wesleyan 
University where she 
played basketball for two 
years and tennis for four 
years. 

Macy was an all-state 
cross country and track 
athlete at Jessamine 
County High School in 
1989 before going to the 
University of Kentucky 
where he was a mem¬ 
ber of the school’s club 
cycling team. 


The two met when 
Sophia enrolled at UK’s 
pharmacy school. 

Macy had deep roots 
in Henry County and 
the couple moved here 
in 1995. They have two 
children, Sarah, 16, and 
Noah, 15. 

They have found an 
athletic pursuit in com¬ 
petitive swimming that 
has allowed them to stay 
fit and compete while 
working and raising their 
children and in spite of 
several physical setbacks 
in recent years. 

“I pretty much shut 
down when we had 
kids,” Macy said. “I was 
working and farming. 

But that is when I started 
to break down physically 
really,” Macy said. “But 
Sophia continued to stay 
active. She did some tri- 
athlons and continued to 
run and bike.” 

“Having kids limits 



you in that you cannot 
work out as seriously,” 
Sophia said. “I tried to 
get a couple of days a 
week in when I could 
find time between tak¬ 
ing care of kids, work¬ 
ing and keeping house. 
Doing those things were 
more important at the 
time. You have to sacri¬ 
fice some when you have 
lads.” 

The last few years have 
made it even more dif¬ 
ficult for the couple to 
stay active because of a 
series of medical issues 
for both. 

Macy was suffering 
with serious back issues 
and after years of trying 
to correct his problems 
through non-surgical 
means, he and the doc¬ 
tors came to the conclu¬ 
sion that his bulging disc 
would require surgery. 

“By 2008 my left leg 
started really hurting,” 


Macy said. “I went to 
the chiropractor and a 
physical therapist and did 
everything I could to get 
better. It was a bad her¬ 
niated disc. In the middle 
of all that my appendix 
burst. 

“It hurt, but not real 
bad, and I didn’t know 
what had happened. I 
waited two days before 
I went to the hospital. 

I had surgery and spent 
ten days in the hospital.” 

Macy continued to 
struggle with the back 
problem after his emer¬ 
gency appendectomy but 
tried everything possible 
to avoid surgery. 

“It was 2011 before I 
finally had the surgery. 

I was 40 years old and 
becoming a physical 
wreck,” Macy said. “After 
the surgery I was doing 
well for about three

Call it drive, call it 
determination or just call 
it crazy. Whatever it is, I 
wish I had it. 

I have always been a 
streaky exerciser. I go on 
tears where I work out 
for months like a ban¬ 
dit and then something 
derails me and I have a 
hard time getting the 
mojo back. 

This year has been a 
bad mojo year for me. 

I have had some back 
and neck issues that 
made my favorite form 
of exercise, cycling, pain¬ 
ful. Cycling became my 
favorite form of exercise 
because running became 
painful on my old joints. 
Before running, it was 
basketball, softball, soc¬ 
cer and anything else 
with a ball involved. It 
seems that every few 
years I go in search of 
a new less impactful 


exercise routine that will 
allow me to stay fit while 
still enjoying the process. 

This year I have used 
every excuse in the book 
to delay getting back on 
the exercise horse. Aches 
and pains, time, weather 
- you name it, I have 
used it as an excuse to 
let myself get completely 
out of shape. 

A few days ago I was 
asked to referee a basket¬ 
ball scrimmage between 
two middle school 
teams. I said yes because 
I couldn’t say no but 
my brain was screaming, 
“You’re not in shape!
